Upon further consideration, claims 1-13, 15-18 and 20 are allowable over the 
prior art.

(US Pat. No. 6,817,100 and US Pat. No. 6,038,770) fail to disclose the method step of 
chamfering the corner portions of the wooden member prior the steps of compression 
and deforming the chamfered wooden member in directions toward a center of the 
cross section of the wooden member as set forth in the claims.
